REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' submission of Remarks on December 1 6, 2009 was persuasive. The 
Examiner reviewed and reconsidered Applicants' arguments, particularly the 
arguments regarding purification of the claimed glycoprotein and found them 
persuasive. The prior art does not anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention, nor does the combination of references of record describe or suggest 
the claimed invention. The claimed invention is a contribution over the art. The 
prior art does not teach the purified glycoprotein comprising the human amino 
acid primary structure of CD55 and a tumor-specific N-linked glycostructure 
with a molecular weight of about 82 kD and the process of obtaining the said 
glycoprotein.
